Braswell provided us with a copy of a letter dated 13 July 1971 from 
the Chairman to Secretary Laird expressing dissatisfaction with information 
submitted to the Committee by DOD on the funding of activities of various 
operations in Laos. The letter also requests that the Secretary appear before 
the Committee "as early as practicable. " It goes on to specify the precise 
infotmation needed by the Committee. 

Braswell also showed us a letter from Senator Symington to Chairman 
Stenjiis expressing his dissatisfaction with the amount of information available 
to the Senate on intelligence activities, specifically the conduct of "the secret 
war jin Laos. " The letter points out the desirability of establishing the same 
type| of reporting procedures for CIA as are required of the Atomic Energy 
Commission in the AEC Act. It also recommends that a joint investigation 
into jintelligence activities be conducted by the Senate Armed Services, 
Appropriations, and Foreign Relations Committees.
